ASSUMPTIONS:

1. Currently, wineries pay a $25 annual regisiration fee as stated in A.R.M. 42.13.401.

2. Under this proposa, most wine is to be manufactured within the state only by alicensed domestic winery.
Thefirgt annua license fee of $400 must accompany the gpplication for alicensed domestic winery.
Theresfter, the annua renewal license fee for each domestic winery is $400 for those producing more than
25,000 gallons of wine per year, and $200 for those producing 25,000 or less gallons of wine per year.

3. There arethree wineries registered in Montana that produce less than 25,000 gallons per year.

4. Revenueto the generd fund will increase by $1,125 ((3 x $400)-$75) in FY 2002 and by $525 ((3 x
$200)-$75) in FY 2003.
